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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The amendment for the limitations in claims 1 ,8 and 1 7 raise new issues that would require further 
consideration and serach. Because the ameded limitations such as "a pixel electrode made of an amorphous transparent conductive film 
for preventing a generation of a galvanic effec" that is a function and a property of the amorphous transparent conductive material used as 
a pixel electrode, and the same material must have same functions and same property. The reference Kaneko discloses (col.54, lines 47- 
51 ) that the amorphous ITO or IZO material is preferably used as the materail of the pixel electrodes. Therefore, the amorphous ITO or 
IZO material of the pixel electrode must have the function for preventing a generation of a galvanic effect, and the applicant admitted prior 
art (such as the Fig .2) shows the drain electrode having a single layer structure, and applicant admitted prior art (such as paragraph 0005 
- 0026; Figs. 1-2) discloses using metal film such as Cu orTi to form the gate electrode and gate pad; and using same material as the 
gate line, gate pad or data line, data pad, and that using a same metal material would simplify the manufacture process . 
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
